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| It HAS come to the knowledge of this news- 
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Mucu of the time of Secretary Fisher of 
the department of the interior, since his wel- 
come advent to the office, has been spent in 
probing alleged untoward conditions in out- 
lying regions of the nation, namely in Alaska 
and Hawaii. In each case he has shown his 
unusual capacity for getting at the heart of 
an issue, for providing a way whereby all dis- 
putants may be heard fully and fairly, and 
: for doing justice without fear or favor. ~ In 
Alaska, the devices of selfish claimants to stores of mineral wealth 
which always should be under federal control have been thwarted. 
In Hawaii, light has been shed on economic conditions justfying 
stricter territorial and federal control of corporations that have 
become too powerful to allow them hereafter to do as they please. 
Is it asking too much of the secretary of the interior that now, having 
completed this commendable tour among the outlying territories of 
the nation, he concentrate the same talents that he has shown in 
Hawaii in discovering the truth or falsity of charges that are brought 
against officials of the bureau of Indian affairs, both those in Wash- 
ington and those on the reservations? , 

In the first place, judging from the indictments recently framed 
at the Mohonk conference, there would seem to be need of a square 
facing of problems of administrative efficiency. Has any Indian 
commissioner, no matter how able or honest he may be, that sufficierit 
measure Of moral or official authority enabling him to do his work 
well, under the present status of the commissionership? In short, 
does not the department of interior, at least so far as the Indian 
bureau is concerned, need reconstruction ? 

But, even under the present status of the Indian bureau appar- 
ently, abuses exist that cannot be altered until motives governing 
othcials in high places are other than personal and partizan and until 
the government’s administrative policies and judicial decrees conform 
to the ethics of treaty pledges made to the Indians. The Indians’ 
enemies today are stronger than the foes of vesterday because cor- 
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quite actively engaged in campaigning 

against political candidates known, or Medical 
believed, to hold views at variance with the 
bylaws of those organizations, or with the Activity 
opinions of their members, in regard to the 

relationship that should exist between the 
state and any particular school of medicine. 
As the information is conveyed to us, the antagonism of the medical 
associations is directed against these candidates mainly because the 
latter are, or are presumed to be, interested in a movement that aims 
to prevent for all time anything in the nature of a working alliance 
between the government and any special class of medical practi- 
tioners. In this movement are associated representatives of prac- 
tically every branch. of healing save one. The medical associations 
that, according to our information, have entered the field of prac- 
tical politics, are composed wholly of physicians of this school. It 
will perhaps be informing to say in passing that this school of medi- 
cine is at present>in virtual control of all places under the govern- 
ment in which medicine and sanitation are practised, that it is look- 
ing and working for an enlargement of its influence, and that fear of 
dislodgement from its position of absolute and dangerous power, 
through the opposition of representatives of all the other classes of 
healers, is the cause of its present pernicious activity. 

Those who are striving to keep the government and the staté 
apart in all matters relating to medicine are simply following in the 
footsteps of others who have fought for years, and are still fighting, 
in the interest of religion and country, to keep church and state 
apart. They believe it to be essential, to be vital, to human liberty, 
health and happiness, that the conscience of the individual shall be 
as unfettered in the one respect as in the other. They have confined 
themselves, however, to a campaign of education and protection. 
They have opposed legislation calculated to abridge the civil rights 
of the people, and they will continue to oppose it, and to oppose it 
vigorously. But they have kept their cause ouf of politics. They 
have not undertaken politically to reward any man for agreeing with 
them, to punish politically any man for disagreeing.

of interests. Whether this is a spontaneous 
development or whether it obeys the pressure 
| ; exerted from the north at the dawn of the 
‘Consolidation Panama canal era, it promises to revise the 
_ international status of the southern conti- 
nent. In Tuesday's Latin-American page 
in this newspaper there is a report from the 
Chilean capital quoting two views on South American relations that 
may be said to represent the old and the new standpoints. Senor 
Bulnes clings to the tradition of Brazilian friendship as the corner- 
stone of Chilean international policy; his is the old standpoint of 
South American balance of power by an alignment based on the 
rivalry between Brazil and Argentina and the enmity between Chile 
and Peru. The historian of the war between the latter republics 
could not perhaps be expected to gauge the interests of the present 
generation without the historical bias of the contemporaries of the 
war of the Pacific. The other view is represented by a former min- 
ister of Chile in the capital of her foe, Senor Echenique Gandarillas, 
who advocates the customs union of the five republics of the west 
coast, Chile, Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador and Colombia. It is true that 
this Zollverein is by no means a new idea, but its revival at a time 
of decided improvement in the relations between Peru and Bolivia 
and Peru and Ecuador, and of really substantial prospects for a 
definite settlement between Peru and Chile, may be said to sum up 
in concrete form the new tendency of grouping together on a basis 
of community of interests instead of aligning under stress of antag- 
onism. It was the final reconciliation; some years ago, between the 
two ancient foes, Argentina and Chile, that heralded this new impulse 
of consolidation. Given Chile's traditional entente with Brazil. a 
definite understanding between the latter and Argentina it was 
thought would complete the South American triple alliance, tie 
much talked of ABC. Brazil and the Argentine actually have come 
together, yet the triplice of the new world seems to lack cohesion. 
The fact is that with the removal of their common antagonism to 
Argentina there appears to be but a slender community of interests 
between Chile and Brazil, and this could not but react visibly on 
their relations. It is this that accentuates the anomaly of the situa- 
tion on the Pacific coast of South America, for the triple alliance 
must always labor under the weakness of Chile's exposed position in 
the Pacific and her makeshift entente with Colombia until she makes 
her peace with Peru. That would not only bring Bolivia and 
Ecuador, in addition to Peru, within the scope of South American 
consolidation, but it would inevitably lead to an understanding 
between Colombia and Peru on the upper Amazon. 

There is one tremendous factor for Pan-American progress in 
this hoped-for peace between Chile and Peru. It is the influence 
which Peru alone, as the consistent friend of the Americans, can 
exert on the South American mentality in favor of a better under- 
standing between the United States and the Latin republics.

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IN THREE large American cities recently 
leaders in shaping, ethical ideals for the com- 
munity have been forced to consider their 
duties as sharp critics of delinquent officials 
sworn to police the streets and to execute 
laws against vice and crime. The whole 
large problem of law enforcement and its 
obstruction by forces in the community that 
are politically and financially powerful has 
been faced, and the outcome has been a unity 
of opinion as to the goal to be achieved but considerable disagree- 
ment as to the method to be employed in compassing the desired end. 

If for no other reason than that it has compelled the clergymen 
of forty or more sects in New York city to agree upon a joint peti- 
tion to Mayor Gaynor concerning his future action, recent develop- 
ments in that city’s fight to secure an honestly administered police 
department would be notable. Steadily but surely under the pres- 
sure of changes in the city’s racial and religious makeup, and of 
elimination from the population of the conservative middle-class, the 
metropolis has been approaching a moral crisis to meet which now 
calls for unity of action by all persons who believe in God and in 
man’s moral obligations to his creator. The gravity of the peril is 
such that it is forcing good men and women, whatever their differirig 
creeds, to unity of aim and action if thereby fundamentals of Amer- 
ican civilization may be saved. Naturally there is an expectation 
that the mayor of the city, faced with such conditions in the police 
department as have been disclosed, will see to it that the rank and 
file are led by a police commissioner who is free to execute law and 
is not subject to dictation from politicians.
